Annexation Assured. 


The agreement entered into last night between 


- Mayor Mott and City Attorney Stetson, repre- 
senting the municipality; the officers and direct- 


ors of the Chamber of Commerce and Merchants' 
Exchange, representing the commercial interests 
of the city, and the anti-annexation campaign 
committee, representing those residents and prop- 
erty' owners in the outside territory who have 
been opposing annexation, removes all doubt as to 


• the success of both the bond and annexation elec- 
tions. TWe agreement assures not only the with- 
' drawal of all opposition to annexation in the ter- 
ritory to be annexed, but it also guarantees the 
active co-operation of those \\ho had organized to 
oppose annexation in carrying the movement to a 
successful issue. It puts an end to all contention 
over the subject by pledging the city to grant to 
the annexed territory everything in the way of 
municipal 
facilities which had been previously 


promised orally from the ro-trum by the Mayor 
and other responsible members of the municipal 
administration and representative citizens of Oak- 
land. On the question of the assessment of prop- 
erty for the next five years, the annexed district is 
also to be specially favored. 
The instrument 


signed is the most important document ever writ- 
ten affecting the interests and welfare of the ca«t- 
'bay-shore communities. It goes w'lho-it saying 
that every pledge made will be faithfully carried 
out to the letter. 


The Greater Oakland, which has been the 


dream for years of the most enlightened and pro- 
gressive citizens on this side of >an Francisco bay 
and for the accomplishment of which they have 
earnestly, energetically and unceasingly worked in 
the past is thus, at last, plainly in sight. 
Here- 


after the communities embraced in the consoli- 
dated city will be united in carrying out tho<=c im- 
portant policies of public works and improvements 
which will rapidly advance Oakland to that posi- 
tion which by nature and through human effort 
and enterprise it is destined to occupy.

No fruit-grower 
who resorts to such a practice can hold -his mar- 
ket for any length of time. The consumer discov- 
ers the dishonest}' of the packing, and thereafter 
fights shy of the brand and of the dealer handling 
it. Many a California fruit-grower has failed to 
make money out of his orchard through market- 
ing boxes of fruit which have not been packed on 
a uniform standard. In every case where the 
packing has been honest confidence has been es- 
tablishe'd wherever the brand is marketed and the 
grower has obtained good returns and made a suc- 
cess nf the business. These arc the facts which 
the State Horticultural Comissioner has under- 
taken to impress upon the minds of all growers 
and the sooner they learn the lesson and act upon 
it. the sooner will the products of their orchards 
find permanent markets and command the highest 
prices.

mayor of Dresden, "It la a pleasure tv 
live now." 


That year the socltJIet- elected only 


43 members of the Reichstag, although 
numerically they were the most powerful 
party, having polled t,251.065 votes out 
of a total of Il,10»,7>i8. 
Casting more 


than one-fourth of th» votes, they had 
less than one-eighth of the seats In the 
Reichstag. 
By comparison the clericals, 


with 2,274,097 votes', held 108 seats and 
the conservatives, with 1.12M2I. held 80 
seats. 
Ever since the founding of th* 


empire the boundaries of the election 
districts have remained unchanged. 
In 


the meantime there lies been a rapid 
shifting of population from th* country 
to the cities. 
The socialist gain* In 


Saxony and Baden will only serve a* a 
further reason with tl.e government for 
denying a rearrangerrent of th* eleo- 
toralyjlstrlcts.—New Tork World.
